FOREWORD 


THE  important  paintings  described  in  the  present  catlogue  centre 
in  the  collection  formed  by  the  late  Colonel  James  Elverson,  Jr., 
publisher  of  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer  and  well  known  for  his  keen 
appreciation  of  painting.  These  are  to  be  sold  at  unrestricted  public  sale 
by  order  of  Herbert  E.  Blackman,  Administrator  of  the  Estate. 

The  dominating  group  comprises  five  magnificent  Corots,  each  with  an 
impressive  record  to  match  the  quality  of  the  canvases.  The  celebrated 
Les  Baigneuses  des  lies  Borromees  [No.  34],  purchased  from  the  artist 
by  M.  Martin,  was  sold  by  him  to  Henri  Rouart,  later  through  Messrs. 
M.  Knoedler  & Company  to  Mr.  C.  K.  G.  Billings,  and  in  1926,  in  the 
galleries  of  the  American  Art  Association  for  $50,500.  Au  Bord  d’une 
Riviere  [No.  35],  a dated  work,  was  formerly  in  the  collection  of  Hum- 
bert of  Paris  anti  sold  by  Messrs.  Boussod,  Valadon  & Company  in  1902 
to  Edward  M.  Knox  of  New  York,  after  which  it  passed  to  the  Emerson 
McMillin  Collection,  and  again  through  the  American  Art  Association  to 
Colonel  Elverson.  It  is  a delightful  atmospheric  impression  of  two 
peasants  in  a boat,  unconscious  of  anyone’s  gaze  and  absorbed  in  their 
simple  task;  they  present  a beautiful  patch  of  color  amid  the  tall  reeds  and 
rushes  fringing  the  bank  of  the  river.  La  V achere  de  Ribagnac  [No.  38], 
Les  Trois  Commeres  au  Bord  du  Lac  [No.  36],  and  Morning  [No.  37], 
three  well  known  examples  of  the  master,  were  formerly  in  the  Charles 
II.  Senff  Collection,  purchased  by  Colonel  Elverson  through  the  Anderson 
Galleries  as  recently  as  1928. 

Other  notable  works  of  the  Barbizon  School  contained  in  the  collec- 
tion are  Le  Chene  ( Silvery  Moonlight) , by  Jules  Dupre  [No.  29];  Ani- 
maux  Revanant  du  Paturage,  by  Emile  Van  Marckc  [No.  27] ; and 
Nymphs  Bathing,  by  Diaz  [No.  26]  ; while  Harpignies,  J.  C.  Cazin  and 
J.  J.  Henner,  worthy  successors,  are  represented,  Harpignies  by  an  autumn 
landscape  [No.  28]  formerly  in  the  F.  W.  Woolworth  Collection,  Cazin 
by  a village  scene  [No.  30],  a triangular  composition  of  great  simplicity 
and  charm,  and  Henner  by  an  important  example  depicting  a reclining 
nymph  [No.  25],  purchased  from  the  artist. 

The  Fete  Day:  Venice,  by  Felix  Ziem  [No.  33],  is  one  of  the  most 
imposing  canvases  by  this  master  that  has  been  offered  at  public  sale  for 
two  decades;  it  figured  prominently  in  the  Peter  A.  Schemm  Collection  of 
19 1 1.  The  marine  painting  by  P.  J.  Clays  [No.  40],  is  a broadly  painted 


work  by  a man  conversant  with  his  subject,  from  a palette  dominated  bv 
fine  blues,  reddish  brown  and  yellowish  white.  The  rendering  of  the 
waves,  reflecting  the  fine  coloration  of  the  sky.  is  typical  of  the  master. 

Included  in  the  small  group  of  old  masters  is  an  important  canvas  by 
George  Morland  entitled.  At  the  Tavern  Entrance  [No.  41];  with  this 
is  a superb  small  portrait  of  Charles  V by  Jean  Clouet  or  a Master  of 
His  Group  [No.  43],  a variant  of  which  is  in  the  Wallace  Collection, 
London:  a small  portrait  of  a lady  given  to  Caspar  Netscher.  a Nicolas 
Mignard.  a portrait  of  the  Duchesse  de  Chevreuse  [No.  50]  by  Nicolas 
de  Largilliere,  and  a Daniel  Mytens  (the  Elder)  [No.  46].

Meticulously  painted  before  a green  background  almost  at  waist- 
length,  in  three-quarter  profile  to  the  right.  The  regal  head  with 
acquiline  features,  reddish  brown  hair,  delicately  delineated  eye- 
brows, drooping  mustache  and  beard,  is  crowned  by  an  embroidered 
black  cap  of  maintenance.  He  wears  gold-embroidered  black  gar- 
ments revealing  a white  collar  and  ruffles  at  the  wrists,  and  around 
his  neck  is  suspended  the  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece.  The  hands 
are  elegantly  crossed,  one  holding  a small  folded  paper.

Note : A variant  of  this  portrait  is  in  the  Wallace  Collection,  London ; the 
present  work,  however,  is  more  complete  in  that  the  hands  are  included  and  the 
rich  detail  of  the  costume  is  shown.  A group  of  portrait  painters  whose  respec- 
tive styles  and  productions  have  not  yet  been  authoritatively  differentiated  from 
those  of  the  chiefs  of  the  school,  flourished  concurrently  with  Jean  and  Francois 
Clouet  and  their  contemporary,  Corneille  de  Lyon.  Hence  it  is  necessary,  even 
considering  the  superlative  quality  of  the  present  portrait,  to  envisage  the  possi- 
bility indicated  by  the  attribution.  A portrait  of  Francois  I,  in  the  same  manner 
and  attributed  to  the  same  master,  is  in  the  museum  at  Lyons.  Both  (according  to 
the  Wallace  Collection  Catalogue)  were  probably  painted  during  the  sojourn  of 
Charles  V in  Paris  during  1539.  It  is  indeed  very  likely  that  the  two  portraits 
of  Charles  V were  exchanged  as  gifts  between  the  monarchs  or  their  nobles.
